Violence erupts in Gaza

GAZA -- Two Palestinians were 
killed and at least six others 
wounded by IDF gunfire over 
the weekend, as the Gaza Strip 
was engulfed by the most wide- 
spread unrest since the current

village of Bani Suhela. where 
quiet had prevailed throughout 
the month. a crowd of hundreds 
of youths surged toward and sur- 
founded IDF troops. who re- 
sponded with tear-gas and rub- 
ber bullets before opening fire at 
the legs of demonstrators. One 
resident was killed and two oth- 
ers wounded.

More troops coming

The IDF is to send more troops 
into the Gaza Strip in an attempt to 
quell the riots there but is not plan- 
ning to change its method of opera- 
tion. a senior military source told 
The Jerusalem Post. 

The decision to further increase 
the IDFs presence was taken at a 
meeting last night between Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, Chief of 
General Staff Dan Shomron. OC 
Central Command Aluf Yitzhak 
Mordechai and the Coordinator of 
Activities in the Territories. Shmuel 
Goren. 


The strip took on the appearance 
of 2 war zone yesterday as armoured 
vehicles rolled over smouldering 
barricades placed nearly every SO 
metres along the main north-south 
highway.

An IDF spokesman said last night 
that decisions to close certain areas 
were the responsibilities of local 
commanders. and that no decision 
had been made to close all the Gaza 
Strip to the press.

Bleak picture painted of U.S. reaction

The Israeli Embassy in Washington, as well as three 
visiting U.S. senators, painted a bleak picture over the 
weekend of the negative fallout in the American ad- 
ministration, Congress and public opinion from the 
coverage of the recent events in the territories. 

Visiting Republican Senators Warren Rudman, Al- 
phonse D’Amate and Pat Stevens. members of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, intimated to For- 
eign Minister Shimon Peres in a meeting on Friday 
that Israel must take care Jest the negative public 
opinion generated by the portrayal in the U.S. of 
Israel's actions in the territories cause a shift of mood 
in Congress that could lead to cuts in U.S. military and

Prime Minister Shamir told the three senators that 
he intends to launch a diplomatic initiative based on 
the Camp David accords after calm is restored in the 
territories.

Observers said that Shamir’s emphasis on an “‘initia- 
tive stems from the growing realization that the view 
of Israel as a blocker of recent peace moves is hurting 
the country’s image abroad. already tarnished by the 
events in the territories. They added that Shamir is 
also impelled by a concern that his portrayal domesti- 
cally as responsible for Israel's refusal to enter peace 
talks may hurt the Likud in the polls. 

In its report, the Washington embassy voices con- 
cern about the scope and tone of the criticism levelled 
by American Jewish leaders. They warned that the 


impact of this criticism, as weli as public opinion which 


is increasingly critical of Israel as ἃ result of television 
coverage. will manifesi itself in harsh criticism from 
Congress. once its raembers retum from Christmas 
vacua Dext week. 

The embassy said that the cumulative effect of the 
coverage on opinion makers and on public opinion was 
“very negative.” especially as it pertains to Israel as a 
violator of human rights.

Faced with the prospect this week 
of sanctions by government hospital 
doctors, clerks and maintenance 
workers, microbiologists, pharma- 
cists and all the country’s anesthest- 
ologists, Health Minister Shoshana 
Arbeli-Almoslino appealed on Fri- 
day to Prime Minister Yitzhak Sha- 
mir to discuss the public health crisis 
at today’s cabinet meeting. 


The health minister accused the 


Treasury of creating a crisis in the 
public health system by its “apathy 
to the problems and footdragging in 
dealing with them.” This has result- 
ed. she said. in “8 complete break- 
down in labour relations" between 
the workers and the government. 

The country’s 350 anesthesiolo- 
gists will today begin sanctions. in- 
stituting a reduced Shabbat sched- 
ule in two different hospitals each 
day. Today's targets are Rambam 
Hospital in Haifa and π Has- 
pital in Rehovot. It will mean that 
only emergency operations will be 
performed at those institutions. 

The anesthesiologists. who have 
been working according to a go-slow 
programme since last summer, 
maintain that no young doctors are 
entering their speciality because of 
the lack of a private practice in the 
field, inadequate equipment and 
low wages.

Temple Mount

Storms tie up Washington, D.C. 


NEW YORK (AP) - A storm that 
virtually closed the U.S. capital and 
government offices in four states 
heaped more snow on the northeast 
on yesterday, after pulling down 
power lines in the Deep South and 
glazing roads from Texas to New 
England. 

The storm piled up to 20 cm of 
snow in Rhode Island and 18 cm in 
Portiand, Maine, by early yester- 
day. Over 30 cm of snow fell Friday 
in pasts of Connecticut and Massa- 
chusetts, 23 cm in Washington. 
D.C., and 18 cm in New York City. 

The severe cold and snow have 
been blamed for at least 63 deaths 
since January 2, including 20 from 


‘The north-central states got an- 
other blast of Arctic air yesterday, 
and the wind factor made it seem 
like minus 40 degrees centigrade at 
‘Mason City, Iowa, and Rochester, 
Minnesota. 

More snow fell in some parts of 
the South since Thursday than in 
two decades.

A SOVIET literary magazine hay for 
the first me published a text assert- 
ing that Leon Trotsky was assassi- 
nated ὃν an agent working for Jo- 
seph Stalin.

Stalin replies-that the mur- 
derer was simply carrying out “the 
sentence imposed by the proletarian 
tribunal.” 


THE HALF-BURNED bodies of a 
former Punjab minister and his driv- 
er were found in Amritsar vester- 
day, while elsewhere Sikh separat- 
ists freed a colleague from police 
custody, potice and the Press Trust 
of India (PTI) said. The bullet-rid- 
dled bodies of former minister Tar- 
fochan Singhriyasti ard his driver 
were discovered in ἃ car near Lehra- 
bulara village in Punjab's Ludhiana 
district, PTI said. Last Monday, for- 
mer Punjab minister Jagat Ram, 
state vice-president of Prime Minis- 
ter Rajiv Gandhi's Congress (1) Par- 
ty, was shot dead by Sikhs fighting 
for a separate Sikh homeland in 
Punjab. 


CZECHOSLOVAK head of state 
Gustav Husak, replaced as party 
chief in mid-December by Milos 
Jakes. has been awarded the Order 
of Lenin, the highest honour in the 
Soviet Union. to mark his 75th 
birthday, Tass news agency report- 
ed yesterday in Moscow. A decree 
from the presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet (parliament) said the awurd 
had been made in recognition of his 
contribution to the “develapment of 
fraternal links between the two na- 
tions” and to “strengthening peace 
and socialism.” 


CHINA SAID yesterday that its 
army strategic missile force had suc- 
cessfully developed a nuclear 
counter-attack capability. The Peo- 
ple's Daily, mouthpiece of the Com-

AMSTERDAM (AP) - Jewish ac- 
tor Jules Croiset didn't think the 
Amsterdam Theatre School was 
heeding warnings that a planned 
production contained anti-Semitic 
elements. ὃ 

_ So, by his own admission to police 
last week, Croiset faked his own 
kidnapping last month and blamed 
neo-Nazis. And before the hoax, he 
also wrote anti-Semitic letters to his 
wife. his agent and the Netherlands’ 
largest newspaper and phoned in a 
bomb threat to a theatre. 

The purported kidnapping and its 
aftermath got heavy coverage in the 
Dutch news media. Editorials con- 
cluded that it was the misguided 
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work of one man and should not 
reflect negatively upon the Dutch 
Jewish community. 

Croiset, 48, was a key figure in 
November protests by Jewish activ- 
ists against the planned perfor- 
mance in Amsterdam of West Ger- 
man playwright Rainer Werner 
Fassbinder’s Garbage, the City and 
Death, a play criticized for anti-Se- 
mitic passages and 
characterizations. 

In the wake of a November 18 
Gress rehearsa] that was disrupted 
by Jewish activists, including Croi- 
set. the Amsterdam Theater School 
cancelled its production, despite al- 
legations that Jewish interest groups 
were in effect trying to censor Dutch 
theatre and limit freedom of speech. 

On December 2, as the issue was 
dying down, Croiset phoned police 
in the Belgian city of Charleroi to 
Teport that he had just freed himself 
from a drainage pipe where he 
claimed to have been abandoned by 
kidnappers who had tied his hands. 

The prominent stage actor had 
not appeared to deliver a scheduled 
lecture in the nearby Belgian city of

Bruges and told police that he had 
been abducted there by four Dutch 
neo-Nazi vouths . 

“Croiset fought a ghost that 
turned out to be none other than he 
himself," commented the Amster- 
dam daily De Volkskrant. 

But De Volkskrant’s commentary 
also struck another key note in the 
Croiset episode by saying it ac- 
curred agaist the backdrop of the 
“porcelain shop of [Dutch] wartime 
history.” 

Rabbi Avraham Soetendorp, the 
nation’s most prominent Jewish ac- 
tivist, claims there is a wellspring of 
guilt in the Dutch population be- 
cause it did not prevent the Jewish 
deportations to camps. 

In the wake of the Croiset affair. 
the Retterdam suburb of Schiedam 


. announced Friday it was closing 


down an exhibit surrounding 19th- 
century French author Joris-Karl 


Huysmans. 
The closure was based on aflega-

Thatcher’s stand on Pretoria 
reinforced by trip to Africa 


LONDON (Reuter) — British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher ended a 
visit to two key black African stutes 
on Friday, jubilant at her reception 
and proclaiming victory in her argu- 
ment with black states over South 
Africa. 

Thatcher stuck firmly to her rejec- 
tion of sanctions as a lever to wing 
change from Pretoria despite oppo- 
sition fram her hosts in Kenya and 
Nigeria and anti-apartheid demon- 
strations in Lagos and Kuno. 


Speaking to reporters as she 
wound up her five-day trip in the 
northern Nigerian city of Kano, she 
said of the sanctions issue: “We 
have won the argument. All we have 
now is the rhetoric.” 


Thatcher said black African states 
why mast vociferausly clamoured 
for sanctions were in no position to 
implement such action and would 
eventually accept her view that sanc- 
tions would not work and that 
change in South Africa must come 
from within. 

She added that her talks with 
Presidents Danie! arap Moi in Ke- 
nya and [brahim Babangida in Nige- 


ria had built an African bridgehead 
and created a better understanding. 

In a tumultuous finale, Thatcher 
spent abour five hours in sand- 
shrouded Kano, where more than 
half a million people turned out to 
see her call on Emir Ado Bayero 
and watch Spectacular equestrian 
pageant from the walls of his ancient 
pulace. 

Asacrowd surged into the palace 
courtyard. troops scuffled with 
members of Thatcher's entourage. 
hitting press secretary Bernard 
Ingham in the stomach with a rifle

NEW HAVEN. Connecticut (AP) - 
Several cookbooks tucked away in 
the depths of a Yale University li- 
brury contain what may be the 
world’s most time-tested recipes. 
The recipe collections ~ inscribed 
ion three Mesopotamian clay slabs 
j dating to 1700 B.C. - are probably 
the oldest coakbooks in existence, 
according to William Hallo. curator 
of the Yale Babylonian Collection. 
The cuneiform figures scratched 
into the tablets provide instructions 
for dozens 6f Mesopotamian stews, 
vegetable dishes and meat pies. 
The recipes reveal “a cuisine of 
striking mchness. refinement. so- 
phistication. and artistry,” said Jean 
Botiero. a French Assyriologist. 
Twenty-one recipes for meat and 
{ four for vegetables are written on 
the best preserved of the tablets. 
instructions call for most of the food 
to be prepared with water and fats 
and to simmer slowly in covered 
pots. Bottero said. 
The tablets most likely date back 
to the Old Babylonian period of 
Mesopotamia, Bottero said.

Meats included stag, gazelle, kid, 
famb.’ mutton. squab and a bird 
called tarru. Frequently mentioned 
seasonings included onions, garlic 
and leeks while stews were often’ 
thickened with grains, milk. beer or 
animal blood. 

Scholars have not been able to 
identify all the ingredients, includ- 
ing tarry and two seasonings called 
samidu and suhutinnu. 

“What is striking about all this is 
the multiplicity of condiments that 
were added to one and the same 
dish and the care with which they 
were combined into a blend of often 
complimentary flavours.” Bottero 
wrote in the 1987 edition of the 
Journal of the American Oriental 
Society. 

The Mesopotamians *‘adored 
their food soaked in fats and oils,” 
he wrote. “They seem obsessed with 
every member of the onion family, 
and in contrast to our tastes, salt 
played a rather minor role in their 
diet.” 

Many Babylonians “subsisted on 
the barest necessities” and probably 
did not eat the food described in the 
tablets, Hallo said. 

“It's clear they are festive meals 
of some kind.” he said.

Survey: Half of Israelis 


are overweight, but only ᾿ 
a few of them realize it ᾿ς 


survey, they are less awaré thar 


a .

Only 21 per cent of Israelis weigh 

what they should according to their 

height and bone structure, while 49 


per cent are overweight and the rest . 


are underweight, according to a sur- 
vey by the Health Ministry. E 

The study was recently conducted 
by the Israel Institute for Applied 
Social Research, at the initiative of 
the ministry's Department for 
Health Education. A-total of 1,200 
Jews aged 20 and over from all over 
the country were surveyed. As a 
result of the findings, the ministry 
has produced a public service -an- 
nouncement on diet and nutrition 
which Israel TV began broadcasting 
last week. 

Even though almost half of those 
surveyed weighed too much, fewer 
than one-third of them thought they 
were fat. Underweight people were 
inore willing to recognize them- 
selves as being too thin. 

Obesity increases with age. Men 

_are on average more overweight 
than women, but, according to the 


women of their condition. . 
The ministry: found that people 
were confused about what foods are 
conducive to good health and nor 
mal weight. Many mistakenly be- 
lieved that the most important fac: 
tor in reaching normal-weight was 
eating at set times. Most viewed 
fruits and vegetables as “the most 
important foods to eat.” In fact, 
says the miinistry, it is importarit to 
eat ἃ balanced variety of food, ᾿᾿

~ Raising hopes - and homes 


The Alut organization for autistic children is holding its annual fundraising 
campaign this week with the hope of launching a number of special 
projects with the proceeds. Lea Levavi reports. 


.PARENTS of autistic children can’t 


go visit friends, to the movies or a 
Testaurant without finding a babysit- 


ter, even if their “child” is a young: 


man of 21. An autistic child cannot 
be left unattended for a moment; he 
or she may wander into the traffic, 


‘get' hurt, or break all the: 
furniture in the house in an attack 


anger and tion. 


Until now, when pressure on par- 


ents has become unbearable, young 
autistic adults have ended up in 
mental hospitals. Officials at Alut 
(the Association for Autistic Chil- 
dren) have been dreaming, since 
their organization was’ founded in 
1973, of building a village that will 
be home for these young people for 


the rest of their lives. Now, with - 


money raised in Alut's fund-raising. 

appeal next Thursday (Jan. 14). that 

dream will become a-reality. .. 
The land for the village has al- 


ready been provided by the Ramat - 


Hasharon municipality. and dona- 
tious have made possible the con- 
struction of facilities for 40 resi- 
dents. Thirty-five will be chosen 
according to criteria (such as level of 


independence) developed by Alut. 


The other -five places will be set 
aside for emergencies — cases where 
parents die or become too ill to care 


for their autistic youngster. Addi- 


tional facilities:to accommodate an- 
other 40 residents will, Alut hopes. 


be built later in two or three years’ - 


Pirhia Schiffman, executive direc- 
tor of Alut, hopes that the Ramat 


«model for 


Hasharon village will. provide a- 


additional vil- 
in other parts of the country. 
“The family situation with an au- 
tistic child at home is so terribly 
difficult: Teenage siblings are reluc- 
tant to bring home friends and that 
creates terrible conflicts. I personal- 
ly think the autistic child should be 
taken out of the home by age 14,” 
‘says Schiffman. 

"Edha Mishori, principal of the 
““Yahdav™ school for autistic chil- 
dren in’ Tel Aviv, pointed out that 
the village will provide a solution for 
the- children, not only for their 


’ parents. 


During their school years at Yah- 
dav, the children are stimulated. 
Though their academic achieve- 
ments often do not reach first-grade 


: Kevel, every additional bit of inde- 


pendence - learning to eat properly. 


-to dress themselves or to do some 
.domestic chores — is an accomplish- 


ment. Some show talent for music 
and drawing, embroidery or other 


creative means of expression. This is 


not only a source of spiritual fulfil- 


ment and a way for nonverbal chil- 
dren to express themselves, but it 
can also be an opening into involve- 
ment in society. 

One autistic boy won Several 
prizes in an art competition de- 
signed for “normal” children. Art 
teacher Yehudit Firstater thinks 
‘some'of these youngsters could even 
earn money through their art: “We 
put some of their pictures on sale to 
raise money for the village, and 43 
out of the 46 pictures on exhibit 
were sold — not because people felt 
sorry for the kids or wanted to give 
as donation but because they genu- 
inely liked the pictures and wanted 
them. One of our children have a 
naive and humorous style which is, 
for example, suitabie for illustrating 
children’s books.” 

Edna Mishori’s believes that 
these and other accomplishments 
will be lost if the children, when no 
longer eligible for school services 
and unable to’ remain at home be- 
cause their parents can’t cope any- 
more, are relegated to closed wards 
in mental hospitals. 

The village is not the answer for 
every autistic person. Another Alut 


project, a home. will be established - 


for a different category of autistic 
young people who need more care. 
(Village residents will work in the 


kitchen, do laundry. work in the 
garden and perform other tasks: 
those in the home are less capable of 
learning to be productive.) There is 
also a third category who have to 
remain hospitalized. but Alut pro- 
vides rehabilitation personnel to 
make life on the ward more stimu- 
lating, and the staff hopes ultimately 
to place them in open, rather than 
closed, wards. 

Alut hopes to raise at Jeast half-a- 
million dollars in their campaign this 
week. 

“Every shekel we can get is need- 
ed,” Pirhia Schiffman stresses, ““be- 
cause there is so much that needs to 
be done. Families need counselling. 
more rehabilitation personnel are 
needed, and more villages have to 
be built if we are to meet the need, 
We serve about 300 autistic children 
and adults but we know there are 
more out there (the world statistics 
are about five cases for every 10.0) 
in the population) and only with the 
public's help will we be able to reach 
out and serve them and their fami- 
lies.“ 

Alfut became part of the public 
consciousness several years ago 
when a grandfather killed himself 
and his autistic grandson. He says: 
“We have to meet the need before 
more tragedies like that happen.”

“Icis the new sexism.” says War- 
ren Farrell. one of the first men to 
serve on the board of the National 
Organization for Women. a leading 
feminist group. “She is taking a 
magnifying glass to the anger that is 
in the hearts of almost every woman 
in a smalf degree.” 

“It's not science.” says Dr. June 
Reinisch. director of the Kinsey In- 
stitute at Indiana University. “It 
does represent the feelings of some 
small graup of women in America. 
but it’s not‘generally representative 
of American women in any way.” 

Hite contends that differences be- 
Tween women and men are not just 
biological. and psychological, but 
ideological. She says that after two 
decades of sexual liberation. women 
must define their own ideology and 
code of emotional behaviour.

The Hite Report on Male Sexuality -- 
Hite uses statistics to bolster her 
opinion that American women are 


justifiably angry and discontented 
with American men. “Most people 
feel my methodology is an advance 
aver previous methadologies.” Hite 
told Reuters in an interview in her 
Fifth Avenue flat. “Research into 
attitudes is really hard to quantify. 

Nevertheless. she found: 70 per 
cent of women married five years ar 
more are having extra-marital af- 
fairs: 87 per cent say their friend- 
ships with other women are emo- 
tionally closer than their love 
relationships with men: only 13 per 
cent of women married more than 
two years are “in love” with their 
husbands: and 84 per cent of women 
are unsatisfied emotionally with 
their relationships. 

An ABC News-Washington Post 
telephone pail of 1,505 men and 
women was at odds with Hite’s find- 
ings. It showed. among ather things. 
that most American women -- 93 per 
cent — are emotionally satisfied with 
their relationships. To get her find- 
ings. Hite distributed 100,000 12- 
page essay questionnaires through 
women’s groups. gardening clubs 
and churches. Only 4.500 women 
responded and statisticians said the 
low response rate invalidates the 
study. 

“Tt is as far from science as you 
can get, She got the malcontents und 
people who have the time to sit 
down to fill out a 127-question ques- 
tionnaire.” the Kinsey Institute's 
Reinisch said. 

Hite dismisses those who call her 
unscientific: “They really don’t un- 
derstand the issues.

“However. the 
weight of the evidence suggests that 
the Federal Reserve is well qualified 
to fill that role.” it said. 


The committee, formed after the 
October 19 plunge of 508 points in 
the Dow avcrage. concluded that 
the crash was triggered by a combi- 
nation of economic and technical 
factors: an unexpectedly high U.S. 
trade deficit, high interest rates. 
proposed legislation to tax corpo- 
Tate takeovers. and computerized 
selling by institutional investors who 
shifted huge sums of money be- 
tween stock. futures and options 
markets. 


The drop in stock prices. howev- 
er, was driven by a small number of 
major market players rather than a 
stampede of small investors. the 
task force concluded. Though the 
recard stock market price declines 
and trading volume led many to be- 
lieve that large numbers of investors 
were all selling off their stocks that 
day, “in reality a limited number of 
investors played the dominant role 
during this tumultuous period,” the 
task force said. 

On the New York Stock Ex- 
change. a record 604 million shares 
worth nearly 5210. changed hands 


’ 


October 19, but the volume was 
concentrated among relatively few 
institutions, the task force said. 

“Tn the stock market, the top four 
sellers alone accounted for $2.85b., 
or 14 per cent of total sales. The top 
15 sellers as a group accounted for 
$4.1b., or about 20 per cent of total 
sales.” it said. 

In the futures market, it said the 
top 10 sellers accounted for the 
equivalent of $5b. in sales. or rough- 
ly 50 per cent of total volume. Com- 
puter-driven sales by just three so- 
called portfolio insurance firms 
accounted for nearly 10 per cent of 
the $21b. of share sales on the Big 
Board. 

Portfolio insurance is a trading 
technique used by institutional in- 
vestors to protect the value of their 
stock holdings. 

‘The task force said it was unfair to 
compare last year's share collapse to 
its 1929 counterpart, which is widely 
believed to have helped set off the 
Great Depression. There were two 
important differences, the panel 
said. 

The U.S. economy is more stable 
today, in part because of the larger 
role of the federal government and 
the absence of “chronic inflation.” 

Io addition, it said, the great de- 
pression appeared to have been 
caused not by the 1929 stock market 
crash but by slumps in the agricul- 
ture and housing sectors, as well as 
misguided policies. These include 
the erection of tariff barriers, tight 
monetary policy in late 1931 and a 
tax increase in the summer of 1932. 

“Thus, as long as a similar set of 
circumstances and policy initiatives 
are avoided, a comparable econom- 
ic contraction should remain only a 
remote possibility,” the panel con- 
cluded.

Israel's trade deficit widened by a 
sharp 36 per cent in 1987 to $3.2 
billion. as the growth in imports over 
the year outpaced the rise in im- 
ports, the Central Bureau of Statis- 
tics reported on Friday. 

The figures compared with a 
$2.4b. trade gap in 1986, itself a 22 
per cent increase from 1985. For 
1987, imports soared 23 per cent, or 

2.28... to $i1.4b., while exports in- 
creased 19 per cent, or $1.3b., to 
$8.2b., the bureau said. 

The wider trade deficit was creat- 
ed in the fourth quarter of the year, 
the burean said. In the first nine 
months, the seasonally adjusted defi- 
cit had actually been narrowing so 
that by the July-September quarter 
it was 10 per cent narrower than the 
April-Jane period and 16 per cent 
narrower than in January-March, 
the bureau said. 

The first nine months of the year 
had experienced a contuous gain in 
exports, while imports edged down 
slightly 


in the final quarter, however, im- 
ports began to pick up again to feveis 
about 8 per cent higher than the 
previous quarter, while exports fell 4 
per cent. As a result, the monthiy 
trade deficit in the October-Decem- 
ber quarter was 36 per cent wider 
than the previous quarter. 

A spokesman for the bureau noted 
in a Statement that the figures were 
affected Sy currency fluctuations 
over the year, principally the U.S. 
dollar's sharp decline against the 
major European currencies and the 
yen. 

This would have the overall effect 
of reducing the value of Israeli ex- 


ports while boosting the value of its 
iraports, even if in volume terms it 
remained unchanged. Last year, the 
Esropean Community accounted for 
nearly 43 per cent of israel’s im- 
ports, which had to paid for in in- 
creasingly expensive European cur- 
rencies, while imports from the U.S., 
which could be bought with cheaper 
dollars, made up only 16.6 per cent. 
Europe, however, bought only 29.2 
per cent of Israet’s exports, while the 
U.S. took just over 20 per cent, 3 
relatively larger proportion com- 
pared with American exports. 

Indeed, Israel's trade deficit with 
the EC, not counting diamonds, wid- 
ened 33 per cent from 1986, while 
the deficit with the U.S.. not count~ 
ing diamonds or defence items, uar~ 
rowed. 

A breakdown of export figures for 
1987 showed that industrial exports, 
not counting diamonds, were ahead 
17 per cent on the previous year at 
$5.4b., behind the overall growth in 
exports. Some of the leading sectors 
were chemicals (up 28 per cent from 
1986), textiles (up 26 per cent) and 
rubber and plastics (up 18 per cent). 

Net diamond exports registered a 
24 per cent gain over 1986, to $2.1b., 
after a 32 per cent rise in 1986. 


In agriculture, exports grew 9.5. 


per cent to $613 million. Not count- 
ing citrus sales, the farm sector was 
the only one to show an increase in 
exports in the final quarter, when 
they posted a 16 per cent rise over 
the third quarter. Citrus 
amounted to $205m., a gain of 17.5 
per cent from 1986. Ἷ 

For December alone, Israel posted 


a trade deficit of $227m., with ex- 


ports coming to $888m.

MELBOURNE {Reuter} -- Ivan 
Lendl, bidding to emulate the feats 
of Donald Budge and Rod Laver, 
and to become only the third man to 
achieve the Grand Slam in tennis -- 
Laver did it twice — begins his quest 
this year here next week with great 
confidence. 

Thé world number one, past win- 
ner of three French and three U.S. 
Open titles, has never won the Aus- 
tralian championship. which was 
traditionally played on grass before 
the opening of the new national ten- 
nis centre. 

But the artificial rebound ace sur- 
face. faster than most hard courts 
with a good bounce, appears ideally 
suited to the Czechoslovak's style. 
and 27-year-old Lend] knows he will 
never have a better opportunity of 
winning all four major champion- 
ships, like Budge (1938) and Laver 
(1961 and 1968) before him. “It will 
suit someone who can play well 
from the back of the court, set it up 
and then come in,” said Slobodan 
Zivojinovic. 

The eighth-seeded.. Yugoslav's 
recipe for success fits Lend} like a 
glove. But‘it also applies to defend- 
ing champion Stefan Edberg of Swe- 
den, who is seeking a third succes- 
sive Melbourne triumph. 

“Only Lendl or a Swede can win 
here,” was Australian Paul McNa- 
mee’s gloomy verdict. 

Lendl. runner-up to Pat Cash at 
Wimbledon in 1987, has yet to win a

The surface. laid at the new na- 
tional tennis centre at a cost of 
U.S.$42 per square metre, is com- 
prised of layers of crushed rock, as- 
phalt, polyurethane rubber, fibreg- 
lass and a final laminate surface. 

The speed of the court can be 
adjusted by altering the thickness 
and consistency of this laminate. On 
a scale of 0-10. the open courts are 
rated eight. 

Edberg. world number two and 
the most exciting player here in the 
absence of John McEnroe and Boris 
Becker, believes the new surface 
should suit his game. His coach 
Tony Pickard warned that the 
Swede’s renowned high-kicking 
serve will be even more difficult to 
handle than it is on grass. 

Though he is the world’s leading 
player on grass. Cash is not disheart- 
ened by the change of surface, 
which he said should ensure that the 
oo player will win the champion- 
ship. 

“You can stay back if you want or 
you can come into the net ... I think 
it makes it better al] around. “Grass 
tends to be a big seryer’s paradise 
and clay more the other way 
around. so this is in between." said 
Cash, who has laid a rebound ace 
court at his Melbourne home.

“They are not world class balls 
and they should not be used at the 
Open. They fluff up and don’t take 
spin. they get very heavy,” said 
Navratilova, runner-up here 12 
months ago to the new Australian.

Both Navratilova and Graf have 
expressed satisfaction with the sur- 
face, which plays less of a part in the 
slower women’s game. especially as 
both players are a cut above the rest 
on any surface. 

Navratilova showed how little the 
surface mattered to her when she 
was asked by organizers of the Open 
last year to voice an opinion on what 
should replace grass. 

She roared up in her Porsche to 
the area where the different surfaces 
had been laid out, leaving the en- 
gine running. She picked up a ball, 
bounced it once on the rebound ace, 
said that would suit her nicely and 
left in a cloud of dust. 

Lendl answered with a clipped 
“no” when asked whether 28-year- 
old McEnroe could make it back to 
the top after his six-month break 
from the game in 1986 and his recent 
two-month absence because of sus- 
Pension.

THE resignation last week of Uzi Baram from his post as 
Labour Party Secretary General reflects the profound malaise 
within this party. It is not a condition the party or the nation, in

Labour agenda and Labour profile has come apart. 

Mr, Shamir, aided by the indifference of a lame-duck ad- 
ministration in Washington, successfully obstructed any new 
diplomatic initiatives towards Egypt or Jordan, Then came 
reports that Labour, like the Likud, did not rule out the 
possibility of a continued unity government after the elections 
later this year. And this was followed by the Gaza and West 
Bank disturbances. which prompted Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin to define a hard-line policy indistinguishable from Li- 


kud rhetoric and inclination. 


Suddenly. in a matter of a few short months. Labour lost its 
distinctive voice and distinctive direction. The continuing υπ- 
rest in the territories had put Mr. Rabin, as defence minister, 
in the national driver's seat. He steered as he knew how, asa 
general, though the battlefield — a popular uprising -- required 
political. not military. remedies. If Mr. Peres was heard, it was 


as an echo of Mr. Rabin. 


This was no {onger a Labour Party asserting that occupation 
was an untenable policy. πὸ longer a party urgently intent on 
replacing the territorial status quo with a negotiated compro- 
mise. Confronted by the crisis of a Palestinian population 
rising against not only Israeli control, but also control by its 
traditional leaders, Labour bad no message, but the message 


οἵ force. 


Though the party has in this way lost its voice, that very 
lapse has fomented usease amongst the rank and file. It is in 
times of national crisis that party leadership is put to the test. It 
is then when a leadership must rally followers around a pro- 
gramme that genuinely reflects the commitments, values, and 

olitical understanding which define the party's identity. 
en that does not occur, cracks swiftly appear. 

Mandated to govern together with the Likud, Labour's 
dominant duo, Rabin and Peres, must, in the present crisis 
preside firstly over the uses of government, and not the 
integrity or interests of party. They may believe, therefore, 
that only after restoring civil order can they rightfully reassert 
Labour's separate vision regarding the territories. That they 
must adopt the colours of the Likud in order to eventually 
reassume the colours of Labour. 

But this means that the longer the crisis of disorder persists, 
the longer must Labour park its own vision, and the more 
restive will become those in the party who.want Israel to follow 
a course that ameliorates rather than exacerbates the political 
sources of the uprisings in the territories. 


THE MORNING AFTER 


The minister of labour and social affairs. Moshe Katzav, is not 
afraid of the new civil disobedience campaign launched by Hanna 
Siniora. If the Palestiaian workers from the territories will not 
come to work in Israe}, he said on Thursday, we will bring workers 


from Europe instead. 


Katzav’s intentions seems to anticipate Isaiah's prophecy (2:3): 
ΝΑ πὰ all nations shall flow unto it...” Instead of one nation 
working for us we'll have many: Portugese in our factories. 
Yugoslavs at our workshops, Greeks at our restaurants. Turks in our 
fields and Filipino women cleaning our homes. 

And so by replacing the territories’ workers we can trade 
Palestiaian swords for Portugese plowshares, and “nation shal! not 
lift up sword against nation” (because the Greeks, Turks will be on 
our payroll) and they shall learn war no more because they will have 


short-term visas. 


Forgotten in all this is Jewish Jabour. What has happened to the 
Israeli worker? Has he completely disappeared? Or is our economy 
at such ful} steam, with such abundant productive capacity that 
only non-Jewish labour can fill the gaps? Or is it that while others 
work, we must be busy keeping law and order amongst the 
Palestinians, so that foreigners can do their jobs?

After all, the current Jerusalem 
Syndrome, characterized by delu- 
sions of being the messiah or 2 
prophet, as recorded by psychia- 
trists at various hospitals in Jerusa- 
lem in the last’ decade. has to do with 
the gap between the reality of lower 
Jerusalem and the imagination of 
upper Jerusalem. just like the stage 
and balcony at Habimah tast night. 

It's nat every day the audience is 
part of the play. 


AT THE time of this writing. it ap- 
pears that the disturbances in Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza, as well as in the 
Israeli Arab sector, have quieted 
down and that “order has been re- 
stored,” at least for the time being. 

In the wake of the events of re- 
cent weeks, and following the winter 
rains we have enjoyed lately. it is 
essential that we examine the rea- 
sons that led to the worst riots in the 
territories since the Six Day War 
and to the unprecedented outburst 
among Israeli Arabs. Most impor- 
tantly. we must consider our future 
course as a nation and as ἃ society. 

There are those among us who 
attribute the recent events to the 
influence of the “international me- 
dia” — first and foremost to the for- 
eign TV cameras, as well as to PLO 
incitement. There is, indeed. no 
doubt that these factors exacerbated 
the situation and that the IDF must 
adopt more. effective means for 
dealing with similar events in the 
future. 


The preoccupation with these fac- 
tors, however, misses the essential 
point, which is that in the absence of 
a peace agreement, the situation will 
only continue to deteriorate. What 
we experienced in recent weeks may 
prove to have been only the begin- 
ning of the unavoidable deteriora- 
tion. If, thanks to the IDF. we man- 
aged ta avoid a situation of overall 
“civil unrest” in this last round, we 
may nonetheless be laying the 
groundwork for a situation in which 
the children born today wil) be 
called upon to quell infinitely more 
severe uprisings 18 years from now. 


The true sources of the recent 
events are the pent-up fury and ha~ 


WE LEARN from the’ Ombuds- 
man's atest report that 41.6 per cent 
of the complaints against the gov- 
ernment authorities dealt with dur- 
ing 1986/87 were found to be justi- 
fied. In 1985/86, the gure was 41.3 
per cent. 

So what? 

It would be more profitable to 
poll the complainants and learn 
whether they give the Ombudsman 
good marks for the manner in which 
he disposed of their complaints. 

These thoughts have been evoked 
by a complaint that I myself sent to 
the Ombudsman last April 26 
against the Jerusalem municipality 
in connection with the arnona (mu- 
Nicipal tax) on my rented flat. Be- 
fore the Ombudsman sent me his 
reply on November 8, J got from 
him a (tardy) acknowledgement and 
three notes to the effect that my 
complaint was still being dealt with. 
1 was in no hurry. In fact. each 
passing month led me to visualize 
more clearly the roasting the Om~- 
budsman was preparing for the mu- 
Dicipality. Imagine the letdown 
when the Ombudsman’s actual reply 
(the person who dealt with me was 
an assistant to the director of the 
Public Complaints Commission) 
proved to be nothing more than a 
relay of what the municipality had 
written him. He did not even at- 
tempt to disguise the fact. Naturally, 
T had learned the municipality's ar- 
guments during correspendence 
with it before turing to the Om- 
budsman, and I had sent him copies 
of the pertinent letters. What I had 
expected from the Ombudsman, of 
course, was his opinion of the mu- 
nicipality's behaviour, not a rehash 
of what had already been written to 
me.

tred of 20 years of occupation, the 
swelling frustration over diplomatic 
stagnation, and the sense of impo- 
tence and hopelessness stemming 
from this. Although the types of 
measures adopted by the IDF are of

Since the handling of my com- 

plaint — it was handled physically but 
not really dealt with — had not been 
concluded by Rosh Hashana, it is 
not included in the “justified com- 
plaints” statistics. But from the con- 
tent of the Ombudsman’s reply, it is 
a pretty safe bet that it will not make 
the grade next year. Which is adding 
insult to injury. 
IN THE FALL of 1986 I received a 
puzzing arnona bill from the mu- 
nicipality. Since I had paid my 1986/ 
87 rates the previous December, I 
was certain that the demand for an 
additional NIS 137 had been made in 
error. It turned out that the munici- 
pality had re-assessed my flat and 
was charging me for an additional 14 
square metres. which it eventually 
reduced to five sq.m. 

A lot of time and energy would 
have been saved if the municipality. 
in its original bill, had done a better 
job of explaining what it was all 
about. I don’t think it even tried. It 
was in the hope of sparing others the 
trouble I was put to that [ wrote to 
the Ombudsman. 

We shall skip over the municipal- 
ity’s war of attrition against me — its 
failure to answer letters until prod- 
ded, then its formulation of incom- 
plete replies that necessitated fur- 
ther correspondence. To this day, I 
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haven’t gotten a straight answer to 
my question of whether they had 
inspected my flat before raising the 
arnona. . ἢ 


Instead, they-hid behind gobble- 
dygook and “explained” that the ar- 
nona bad been upped “in accor- 
dance with plan af the bayit 
meshutaf that is found in the file of 
the property.” 


Nor has the municipality ever ex- 
plained to me in writing how my flat 
had suddenly grown by 14 sq.m. In- 
stead, I got a telephone call one day 
from a clerk in the finance de- 

at’s assessment anit, asking 
me whether my balconies were 
roofed. But it was clear from the 
conversation that he knew damn 
well that only the balcony facing 
north was enclosed. Moreover, he 
knew that its area was 2.1 sq.m. and 
that the area of the open balconies 
was 9 sq-m. The increase should 
have been only five sq.m., not 1. 
This would be corrected, and I 
would, receive a refund, he 
promised. ;
